The Award will be given at the 
same time as the National Film Awards. 

Eligibility 

2. Any book on cinema published in India between the 1st 
January and the 31st December, 1983 is eligible for entry 
into competition. 

3. Translations, anthologies, abridgments and edited or 
annotated works are not eligible for the award. 

4. Books written by employees of the National Film Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation Limited would not be eligible for the 
award. 

5. Books can be entered by the author or tho publisher, 
but the award will be given to the author. The Directorate 
also reserves the right to invite eligible books for the com¬ 
petition. 

Entry Form 

6. Entrants are requested to complete the enclosed eniry 
forms In duplicate. These forms must be filled in full detail 
and reach the Directorate of Film Festivals, National Film 
Development Corporation Limited, New Delhi latest by tho 
17th April, 1984. 

Copies of books, etc. 

7. Five copies of the book entered for the award together 
with the following material should be sent along with the 
entry forms to reach the Directorate of Film Festivals latest 
by the 17th April, 1984. 

(1) Twenty copies of brief summary In English. 

(li) Short biographical sketch of the author with two 
photographs. 

(ill) Six sets of publicity material, if any. 


Jury 


8. A jury will be constituted by the Government for judg¬ 
ing the merits of the entries. 

9. Tho jury will be composed of a chairman and not more 
than 30 members distinguished in the field of literatuie, 
journalism and cinema, depending upon the number of lan¬ 
guages In which books are entered. There will be at least 
two members specialising in each language in which books 
are entered, 

10. The Chairman can. at his discretion, entrust to certain 
members to go into the merits of tho books entered, before 
the jury takes a decision as a whole. 

11. Any person directly or indirectly associated with the 
writing or publication of a book entered for the award will 
not be eligible to serve on the jury. 


12. The jury will determine its own procedure for judging 
the merits of the books entered. The quorum of the jury 
will not be less than half of the members nominated. 

13. The jury will have discretion to recommend - that 
no award should be given if the books entered do not come 
upto the required standard. 

14. The Executive Director, Directorate of Film Festivals, 
or his nominee will attend the deliberations of the jury in 
order to provide information and clarification regarding the 
scheme of the award. 

Award® 

15. The award will consist of a Rajat Kamal and a cash 
prize of Rs. 5,000 to the author. 

N.B.—In case of joint authors, the cash prize will bi 
equally divided between the recipients. 

16. The Government may consider publication of the 
award-winning book by its Publications Division, translated 
into any other language (s). 

General 

17. The Directorate of Film Festivals will be entitled to 
retain the copies of books filtered for the award. 

18. The entire freight/postal charges for the entries will be 
borne by the entrants. 

19. The decision of the Government of India in respect of 
the award and of the interpretation of these regulations 
will be final and no appeal will lie against them. 

20. A person who particlpatts in the competition for the 
award will be deemed to have accepted these regulations,
